“By a carefully prepared 
psychological declaration Britain, 
without the help of other 
Powers, can pave the way for

Miss Baker said the party 
consisied of Roger Rico, his 
wife, and a friend of Miss 
Baker's, Mrs Bessie Buchanan, 
also a negro. Miss Baker said 
she was the only one who 
ordered food, as the others ‘had 
had ‘their dinners. She said 
she always waited until after 
her evening performance, She 
currently is appearing at the 
Roxy Theatre. 

“She said she waited an hour 
after ordering crabmeat, steak 
and wine. “One by cne ‘they 
came and sald there was no 
crabmeat, there was no steak, 
there was no wine,” she said. 
“Then the walters wouldn’t 
come near us, It was just 
silence.” 

Finally she said a steak 
“appeared”, but Rico refused to 
stay and the party left.

Sabre Fighter 
Bows To

The New French "“My- 
stere” jet fighter, in recent 
tests, bent at high altitude 
the perfarmance of the 
American Sabre jet, gen- 
erally regarded as the 
world’s best fighter, ac- 
cording to press reports 
here today.

The election battle in India is simplifying into 
a contest of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru versus The 
Rest. Although he has always been a predominant 
figure in Congress since his assumption of the 


party presidency, Pandit

Indians in general tend to be more susceptible 
to personalities than to propaganda and this ten- 
dency will be accentuated by the elections. 


Ideologically, Congress differs 
little from some of the Opposi- 
tlon parties so that personali- 
ties will be Increasingly im- 
portant. 

In view of this, most Con- 
gress leaders wilt readily admit 
that Pandit Nehru is today the 
party's greatest single asset. 

With him or their side, 
Congress is almost certain of 
an easy victory at the polis. 
With Pandit Nehru neutral, of 
in another party, almost any- 
thing might happen, 

For with Gandhi and Sardar 
Vallabhbhal Patel off the stage, 
the 62-year-old Prime Minister, 
white-haired, yet youthful and 
erect, remains the only giant 
of the struggle for indepen- 
dence, 

He is the only man in India 
who, whenever and wherever 
he speaks, can immediately 
draw a crowd of 100,000. 

His portrait figures in school 
books among the national heroes. 
Leaders of religious minorities, 
such as the Mosiems and Chris- 
tians, advise: their followers ty 
cling to Congress largely be~ 
cause ef Pandit Nehru's personal - 
ity and his firm stand against 
any kind of communalism or 
intolerance. 

FULLY TRUSTED 

He is capable—and he is fully 
conscious of this—of inspiring 
absolute trust} in the most 
heterogeneous crowds and in the 
most recalcitrant individuals. 

Popular enthusiasm is mani- 
fest amd spontaneous, When a 
microphone failure prevented 
Pandit Nehru from addressing a 
public meeting at Darbhange in 
North Bihar earlier this year, a 
disappointed and infuriated 
crowd smashed the seating and 
wrecked the platform.” 

He has a fund of good 
humour, particularly noticeable 
in his dealings with Parliament 
and the Press, and only oc~ 
casionalty marred. by a certain 
testiness or petulance when he 
fs crossed on a matter in which 
he feels certain he is right. 

In a self-questioning mood, 
on the other hand, fie becomes 
deeply self-critical, so that 
many of his speeches become 
soliloquies rather than state- 
ments, discursive rather than 
dogmatic.. ¢ E

THREE FACTORS 


Apart from the personality 
of Pandit Nehru, three madn 
factors wil) play an important 
part in helping Congress to 
victory at the polls: 

1.—Its widespread organisa- 
tion throughout almost every 
village of Indla, dating back to 
pre-independence days, and 
with which no other party can 
compete. 

2-—-The carry-over of fts 
prestige as tthe leading national 
Movement in the independence 
fight. 

3.—The desire for a strong 
and stable government, incul- 
vated by fear of a war with 
Pakistan, or fear of the disrup- 
tive internal potentialities of 
Communism. 

This last factor may influence 
many who grumble most loudly 
against Congress to vote for the 
Congress Party when the time 
comes to go to the polis. 

The Congress Party pro- 
gramme, paradoxically enough, 
will be less important than many 
of these other considerations in 
influencing the vote,

Not the least of their achrzve- 
ments wos the succour and sup- 
port given to our prisoners of 
war trapped by the armis- 
tice in camps in northern Italy. 
Out of about 80,000 of these men, 
conspicuously clothed in battle 
dress, and in the main with 
little knowledge of the language 
or geography cf the country, at 
lea t 10,000, mostly succoured 
by the local population with 
civilian clothes, were guided to 
safety, thanks to the risks taken 
by members of the Italian Re- 
sistance, and the simple people 
of the countryside 

The Italian surrender caughi 
their armies in the Bajkans com- 
pletely umawares and many 
troops were trapped in de- 
sperate positions betwen focal 
guerilla forces and the venge- 
ful Germans. There were 
savage reprisals. In the Balkans 
and Afgean, the [talian armies 
lost mearly 40,000 men, after 
the armistice of Sept. 8, not in- 
cluding those who died in de- 
portatlon camps.

Manila, Oct. 18. 
Japan jumped into the 
No. 2 spot in Philippines 
foreign trade in the first 
half of 1951, the Bureau 
of Census and Statistics 
revealed. 


The Philippines showed a 
decrease in Its total unfavour 
able tude balance with 2 
deiic:. uf $38,661,000 jn the firs: 
half of tnis year as compared to 
an unfavourable trade balance 
of $48,967,000 in the same period 
last year, the report shows. 

The report revealed strong 
Snereasts in the values of both 
exports and imports over last 
yeur’s first half, and 1950 e¢x- 
ports were $140,776,000 com- 
pared to $243.605,000 in the same 
period this year. Imports yee 
$204,944,000 for the first } six 
months this year compared to 
$129,743,000 last year in the 
same period. 

While Japan’s import and ex- 
port trade with the Philippines 
was 17.19 per cen: of the total, 
compared to the United States 
with 67.34 per cent, it was 
more than twice as much as any 
otlrer nation. 

This trade was accomplished 
fhrough dhe medium of = an 
agreement with SCAP.

Natural ‘Justice 


Claims Counsel 


APPEAL AGAINST JUNK’S 
CONFISCATION 


“In my submission this is a gross breach of 


natural justice,” declared 
before Mr Justice Gould, 


the Appeal Court this morning. 


Mr Brook A. Bernacchi 
Senior Puisne Judge, in 
Counsel was 


appearing for Ko Yat-ming and Chan Yat-tak who 
appealed against an order made by Mr R. W. S. 
Winter at Kowloon on July 24 for the confiscation 


of their motor junk. 


Mr Bernacchi explained that Ko and Chan, owner and 
mortgagee of the vessel, respectively, were not charged 
and were not heard by the Magistrate as to their bona 


fides, 


Two members of the crew were charged with at- 


tempted export of specified articles, namely, military field 
telephones and motorcar parts. They pleaded guilty and 


were fined $1,000 or six months.
